MINISTRY OF DEFENCE 

No. 1432, dated 30th Aug'. 1956.— The Central Gov- 
ernment is pleased to make the following regulations 
relative to the wearing of the Indian Red Ensign and 
the Indian Blue Ensign: — 

1. Sea-going vessels and harbour craft belonging 

to Major and Minor Government or State- 
owned or administered Port Trusts should 
wear a Blue Ensign, suitably defaced with the 
crest of the Port. 

2. Sea- going vessels and harbour craft belonging 

to Statutory Port Trusts should wear a Red 
Ensign, suitably defaced with the crest of the 
Port. 

3. All Government owned sea-going vessels and 

others so pormftted by Warrant should fly the 
Blue Ensign. 

4. All other sea-going vessels should fly the Red 

Ensign.
